April 12, 2007. Applicants have already recorded the substance of that interview at the top of 
page 12 of the Appeal Brief filed January 11, 2007. 

Applicants disagree with the Interview Summary's characterization of the substance of 
the interview as involving "a change to the scope of the independent claims 22 and 27".
